The story fits the Hemingway 
pattern. 


He was badly shotup while 
serving as an ambulance driver 
with the Italian army in the 
first world war. (Out of this 
came some of his finest writing 
in “Farewell to Arms.’’) He 
barely escaped death in the 
civil war in Spain. He has sur- 
vived many moments at sea on 
fishing trips far into the gulf 
when sudden hurricane storms 
swept the Caribbean. 

During the second world war 
he was a _ correspondent who 
made contact with the French 
underground forces, the Maquis, 
and served with them in guerril- 
la raids, often under fire, and 
frequently in great danger of 
capture by German forces. He 
has never sought death, but he 
has never avoided it as he 
sought to know the truth of what 
he wanted to write. In this 
search he became absorbed with 
the discovery that both man’s 
physical and inner, or spiritual 
life, were moving inevitably to- 
ward death. 


Style 


He has had many imitators 
and some of them have been 
able to do so good a job of imi- 
tation that a few can tell a story 
even better than he. But the 
telling of it is all there in one 
plane—the page. It never goes 
deeper. Hemingway's writings 
make one feel the emotions 
which produce the words. He 
learned this the hard way. 

It is a little difficult to re- 
member that this bearded man 
of 55, who dominates modern 
literature, a living legend yet 
“still defending his champion- 
ship,’”’ knew hard, bitter years 
of rejection slips and obscurity. 
He first tried writing poetry and 
short stories. He had no back- 
ground for it. Michigan born, of 
a doctor father, he was first a 
newspaper man but turned from 
this to hard years of learning his 
craft by going hungry on a 
string correspondent’s job in 
Paris. 

A friend who also lived there 
at the time, as a part of the 
colony of Americans there in 
the “lost generation’ years fol; 
lowing the first World War, 
talked about Hemingway Sunday 
night. 


Story 


“There were three fellows,” 
he said, ‘‘who lived on one street 
in a suburb of Paris, Givernis. 
One was Clarence (Tod) Rob- 
bins. We thought sure he would 
be the great genius of litera- 
ture. He did fairly well. He 
turned out some good stories 
including one made into a movie 
you may recall, ‘The Unholy 
Three.’ The second was Robert 
Coates. We felt if Robbins didn’t 
make it, Coates would. And he 
came through with some good 
novels and now does perhaps 
the top art criticism in the coun- 
try for the New Yorker Maga- 
zine. Then, further down the 
street was a fellow who was too 
eccentric ever to sell a _ line. 
That was Ernest Hemingway, 
writing poetry, short stories and 
doing a lot of boxing. 

Hemingway worked. And he 
had found his style, later to be 
so imitated, by the time he had 
written and had published in a 
small magazine, “‘In Our Time.” 
A sample will do: 

“We were in a Garden in 
Mons. Young Buckley came in 
with his patrol from across the 
river. The first German I saw 
climbed up over the garden 
wall. We waited till he got one 
leg over and then potted him. 
He had so much equipment on 
and looked awfully surprised 
and fell down into the garden. 
Then three more came over 
further down the wall. We shot 
them. They all came just like 
that.” 

Well, anyhow, the big fellow 
is still. alive and unhurt—hav- 
ing escaped two plane crackups. 
He has again been very close 
to death and this time his wife, 
Mary, was with him. We will 
read about that in the months 
ahead. 

He will be 56 on July 21, and 
we know, after ‘‘The Old Man 
and the Sea’ that his greatest 
writing is ahead of him. And 
that’s good,

bed maximum security building at Battey State Hospital to take | 
care of Georgia prisoners who have tuberculosis. : 


State Director of Corrections 
Robert E. Warren yesterday dis- 
closed plans for the new building 
and said it should be completed 
by July or August. The structure 
will be built with prison labor, 
Warren said, and he estimated 
that it will cost $60,000 for ma- 
terials and construction super- 
vision. 

There are 70 prisoners with tu- 
berculosis now housed in two 
minimum security wings of Bat- 
tey Hospital, Warren said. But 
there also are 25 security risk

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Bricker Amendment 
Weakens Executive 


“The Bricker amendment is not really 
an amendment for the execution of for- 
eign policy. It is a proposal to paralyze 
foreign policy.” 

Thus editorializes The New York 
Times on the controversial measure pro- 
posed by the senator from Ohio. The 
amendment would make isolation man- 
datory and would destroy the treaty-mak- 
hg powers of the Executive—powers 

ritten into the Constitution by its found- 
ers in 1787. 
+ ‘The Senate begins consideration of the 
éasure today, efforts to reach a com- 
ise apparently having failed. Out- 
Gome of the debate will affect the future 
of the nation and all its citizens. We'd bet- 
ter think it through carefully and con- 
sider the source of the high-pressure cam- 
paign to turn back the clock. 

For 163 years the present system has 
worked well. The Constitution recognized 
the practical necessity of giving the power 
to conduct the nation’s foreign policy to 
the Executive. It restricted the treaty- 
making authority in typical checks-and- 
balances fashion by giving the Senate 
power to nullify agreements. 

At no time has this presidential pow- 
or been abused. During the past two ter- 
rible decades, however, the President has 
had to move swiftly in many emergencies. 
It is difficult to see how we could have 
emerged successfully from those years 
without a strong Executive. At no time, 
as the Bricker amendment seems to as- 
sume, were the liberties of the citizens 
endangered by exercise of that power. 

The amendment would weaken the 
Executive branch of the government to a 
dangerous extent. It would shift much of 
its power to the more cumbersome and 
unwieldly control of executive functions 
by Congress. It would return us to the 
old and unworkable system by which 
states could nullify federal treaties—a 
system we had to abandon when the Ar- 
ticles of Confederation showed the Ameri- 
can union could not be maintained under 
such a loose arrangement. 


More recently in the case of France 
we have seen the same thing. The French 
stripped the Executive of all power and 
its legislative body functions in all direc- 
tions at once, without executive leader- 
ship. The Bricker amendment could be 
the forerunner of just such an impasse in 
our own country. 

The authors of the Constitution did a 
pretty good job in giving us a working 
document for a representative form of 
government. It has served us well. To 
tamper with it now might be fatal. We 
hope the Georgia delegation in Congress 
acts accordingly.

Speed Was the Monster 
That Claimed 14 Lives 


Even as we Georgians do a little 
“pointing with pride’. in regard to a 10 
per cent reduction in highway deaths last 
year, our motorists seem bent on making 
certain that the downward trend is only 
temporary. 


This last week end, Friday to Monday, 
brought violent death to 18 persons, a 
toll exceeded by that of holiday periods 
only. 

A casual analysis of the Monday morn- 
ing round-up story on weekend deaths 
indicates the one major cause ... speed. 
Fourteen of the 18 deaths can be attrib- 
uted to fast driving. The speedometer 
needle swung farther and farther to the 
right. There was a slick place in the road. 
The curve was a little sharper than the 
driver thought. A car pulled out suddenly 
from a side road. 


The round-up tells the rest. But even 
it doesn’t give the gruesome details. The 
local papers will do that when they start 
coming in. 

Nine miles north of Louisville—the car 
hit a power pole and snapped it in two, 
then caromed off 200 feet into a tree. 
Four people died. Cars don't break power 
poles like matchwood and bounce off 200 
feet unless they’re moving fast. 

Hawkinsville, four killed when a car 
out of control crashed into two others. 
At Cleveland a head-on collision added 
two White Countians to the list. A wom- 
an tourist from far-off British Columbia 
joined the 1954 death roll when her car, 
“traveling at high speed,” left the pave- 
ment near Thomasville, 

And so it goes—too fast, too fast, too 
fast. 

Let’s hear no complaining about the 
electric speed timers when the State Pa- 
trol starts using them March 11. Let’s 
have no back talk when the trooper stops 
you for driving far over the limit when 
the 60-by-day and 50-by-night law goes 
into effect. 

The timers, the troopers will be there 
to save your life and, in case you don’t 
value your own, the lives of others who

State Is Too Lenient 
With Lethal Weapons 


The murder 
mounted alarmingly. It is a blot upon the 
record of our state. Judges, solicitors and 
others are making it a point of telling the 
public so. 

They are pointing to lenient juries as 
one factor contributing to the large num- 
ber of homicides. They are suggesting that 
the criminal code is so written as to fa- 
vor the defendant. 

The Baldwin County January Grand 
Jury has approached the problem from 
still another angle. The Baldwin jurors 
would make it harder for a man to tote a 
pistol. 

They want the state’s pistol license law 
rewritten so that it becomes more difficult 
to acquire a license to bear sidearms. 


Specifically, the jury presentment 
Said: 


“We recommend that a person applying 
for such a license be required to show suffi- 
cient reason and necessity for carrying a pis- 
tol; that said applicant be a person of moral 
character and mentality to justify carrying 
a pistol; that said applicant forfeit said li- 
cense upon an indictment for any crime; that 
the sheriff and the chief of police be fur- 
nished with up-to-date lists of persons that are 
so licensed; that the sheriff and the chief of 
police furnish the ordinary with the records of 
any arrests, indictments and convictions of 
the persons holding such licenses. We also 
recommend that the representatives to the 
Legislature from Baldwin County investigate 
and study the introduction of a firearms regis- 
tration law for the State of Georgia.” 


Surely, the Baldwin jurors have hit 
upon a weakness, not gnly in the present 
law, but in its administration. In most 
counties the ease with which a man can 
get a pistol permit is exceeded only by that 
with which he can get an automobile reg- 
istration certificate from the State Capi- 
tol. 

In either case, the application is for the 
legal right to a lethal weapon. In either 
case, we need a stricter statute concerning 
the right to own and operate.

The business is 
hazardous, of course, and there is always 
a chance that too-rapid expansion will 
mean overproduction. But improved mar- 
keting methods and promotion can step up 
consumption far beyond the present level.

expansion and employment the United States has ever known. 
Nothing so dynamic from an economic viewpoint has ever been

Perhaps the most striking pro- 
posal of all, however, is the one 
that would allow deductions each 
year to owners of buildings and 
equipment. The new plan would 
permit tax deductions for de- 
preciation up to two-thrids of the 
value of a property in the first 
half of the life of the building 
or equipment. 

Then there is the proposed 
housing program through gov- 
ernment insurance of mortgages 
and financing of slum-clearance 
projects which the President has 
just oftlined to Congress.

If challenged to prove it, the average man might say that it 
ig impossible to get from a Minnesota town with the dubious 
rfame of Thief River Falls to New York City. But Gabrielsen had 
made the trip in seven years. He began coaching at Thief River 
if 1934 and turned up at New York University with a teaching 
féllowship in 1941. 


Here, he first employed the valuable training he had re- 
‘ceived at Thief River. He trained little boys and girls to steal 
records, and two of his tots developed into national sensations 
‘at it. Gloria Callen trained so well that for her nimbleness at 
the backstroke she was voted the woman athlete of the year in 
42. Helene Raines was the national backstroke and individual 
medley titlist, and Gabrielsen was on his way. 

The war delayed him for five years, all contributed to the 
U.S. Navy, but it eventually became established that this Viking 
can develop a fish out,.of most any mammal. The outstanding 
case at hand, of course, is Reid Patterson, the Southeastern Con- 
ference’s outstanding star of the chlorinated freestyle. 

When Patterson came to Georgia from Pineville, Ky. (pop. 
3,882) to study forestry, he'd neyer been inside a swimming pool 
or evér seen a swimming race. He had, however, become quite 
adépt at creek-sswimming, a sport usually practiced in the nude 

in the face of sueh hazards as water moccasins and un- 
charted rocks.

Patter- 
son had to be called out of a movie house at Yale University to 
make his NCAA claim firm, upon which he improved on the 
time he previously hit and set a new record.

For you know the firstborn went 
through fevers and upset stom- 
achs and measles and falls down- 
stairs without serious damage. 

You new parents need to mix 
a lot of “‘horse sense’’ with your 
medicine. For instance, your own 
parents, now 45 to 60 years old, 
probably never had spinach or 
cod liver oil or vitamin capsules 
or orange juice. 

Yet they are undoubtedly as 
hearty as I am. Indeed, I never 
drank even an average of one 
glass of milk a day, nor did my 
brother and my two sisters, yet 
we are as healthy as can be. 

And my father, as well as his 
four brothers and sisters, also 
drank little milk, never tasted 
spinach, had no oranges except 
at Christmas; yet all of them are 
hale and hearty. They now range 
in ages from 70 to 80. 

Furthermore, my grandparents 


| lived to be 85 and 96 respective- 


ly, all without vitamins and mod- 
ern scientific feeding. 

So if you miss giving your 
child his feeding on schedule or 
overlook his vitarnins, don’t fret 
unduly. 

FAT VS. HEALTH 

Fat modern babies are not nec- 
essarily healthier babies. Vita- 
mins and modern baby foods 
make fatter babies and taller 
babies. 

But sheer bigness or tallness is 
not an antidote for disease. 

The chief reason babies have a 
longer life expectancy nowadays 
is due to vaccination against 
smallpox, inoculation against 
diphtheria and whooping cough, 
plus pasteurized milk, ‘purified 
water, etc. 

We still have no evidence to- 
day that the newer generations 
are going to live to be 110 or 120, 
despite vitamins and scientific 
feeding. The old people in George 
Washington's day lived as long 
as the old people today.

Teacher Pay 
Far Under, 


Gowen Says 


Constitution State News Service 

HOMERVILLE, Jan. 25—The 
average schoolteacher in Geor- 
gia is paid $1,175 a year less 
than the average state employe. 
gubernatorial candidate Charles 
L. Gowen declared here tonight. 

In a speech prepared for de- 
livery to a Clinch County rally of 
schoolteachers, Gowen rapped 
the Talmadge administration for 
denying teachers a pay raise last 
year while increasing the pay of 
other state employes. 

Gowen quoted the state au- 
ditor’s annual report to show that 
last year the average state 
worker received $3,600, while the 
average teacher was paid only 
$2.475. 

‘“‘While the classroom teachers 
were denied a_ ‘cost-of-living 
raise,”” Gowen said, “other state 
employes found $250 more on the 
average in their pay checks than 
they. had during the previous 
year.” 

SIMPLE ECONOMIES 

The Glynn County legislator 
noted that in 1952 he had pro- 
posed that the state government 
effect ‘‘a few simple economies 
and give the teachers a cost-of- 
living raise. 

‘‘The present state administra- 
tion turned the teachers down 
flat, saying there was no money 
available for salary increases,” 
Gowen continued. ‘‘Yet the state 
auditor’s report reveals. that 
more than four million doHars 
was ‘found’ last year to increase 
the salaries of other state em- 
ployes. And three million dollars 
more was ‘found’ to put addi- 
tional persons on the already 
overcrowded payrolls. 

“Thus a total of over seven 
million dollars was ‘found’ and 
used for the benefit of favored 
state employes after the teachers 
had been told the ‘cupboard was 
bare’,”’ Gowen added. 


The Brunswick attorney said’ 


the pay of Georgia’s teachers 
is almost a thousand dollars a 
year below the national average. 
He told the Clinch County group 
that the teachers will continue to 
be ‘‘forgotten’’ unless they make 
themselves heard in an election 
year. 


GREATER NEED 

Gowen declared that money can 
be provided to raise teachers’ 
pay without raising taxes bv 
trimming the size of state gov- 
ernment. 

He proposed consolidation of 
more than 70 bureaus and de- 
partments back to not more than 
15. Such a saving in overhead 
and ending of duplication of 
services should do the job, he 
said, but if more money is needed 
all state employes who have full 
time businesses of their own 
should be fired. 


Assigned Schools 
Voted in Mississippi 


The Mississippi House of Rep- 
resentatives yesterday passed a 
bill similar to a plan proposed 
in Georgia by Rep. Charles 
Gowen to strengthen segregation 
in public schools. 

Approved, 98 to 6, the Missis- 
sippi bill would make it per- 
missible for local school boards 
to assign pupils individually 
within a _ district to specific 
schools. Gowen has advocated a 
similar move in this state. 

The Georgian’s proposal would 
give county school superintend- 
ents the power to assign indi- 


vidual students to specific schools.|

Two old-fashioned movies are in town and if you want to feel 
a bit better about life in this decade you might drop by and take 
a Jook at James Cagney in “Publie Enemy” and Edward G. Rob- 
inson in “Little Caesar.” 

As well as I remember, those two pictures were classics 
of the 30’s and I thought of them with the gentle nostalgia which 
goes with memories of one’s youth. My child, who likes period 
automobiles and period gangsters (as opposed to today’s daylight 
dome machines and delicate, foppish bad men) went and had such 
a@ good time he had to go back again.
